And we 
are only one of countless farm- 
ers in the same fix. 

What to do? 

Those with whom I have 
talked are of the opinion many 
foxes could be trapped if there 
was sufficient bounty in it for 
the professional trappers. And 
we feel that it is a public ques- 
tion because everybody’s live 
stock is in danger. 

I understand meetings are be- 
ing held with county commis- 
sioners for the purpose of get- 
ting the counties to underwrite 
bonuses to trappers who bring 
in the ears of foxes as evidence 
the fox is dead. It is beginning 
to appear that the only good fox 
is the dead fox.

_to the Congress Monday afternoon is, by 
and large, a moderate document which 
retreats from previously announced po- 


« sitions and suggestions. 


It calls for elimination of excise taxes 


“ on such items as furs, luggage, toilet prep- 


‘ 


erations, on freight, personal transporta- 
- tion, telephone calls, telegrams and so on. 
This will be good for business. It is a 
‘ consummation long and ardently wished 
_ by business. 
* - The President called for plugging of 
loopholes. They, too, are of a nonradical 
’ type. He asked for a reduction in the tax 
rate of corporations with incomes between 
\ $25,000 and $50,000 which now are “exces- 
sive.” He requested increases in corpora- 
tion taxes on earnings over $50,000 and on 
estate and gift taxes. These, of course, will 
be resisted. The uncomfortable fact is that 
while some corporations are in the high 
profit brackets, many others whuse costs 
are more inflexibly fixed are having a 
difficult ‘ime of it and have no prospects 
of any immediate easing of their problem. 
It is chiefly from the bigger ones that the 
larger sums of risk, or venture expendi- 
tures, must come. The American economy, 
te continue expanding, and paying for all 
the new retirement services, must continue 
ts create new jobs and demands for the 
products of those jobs. 


Unfortunately, this is one of the years 
in which politics plays an excessive role. 
It is true in our State Government, which 
refuses to face the facts of its financial 
crisis, and it is true nationally.

The Federal 
budget can be lightly trimmed here and 
there, but it cannot be substantially re- 
duced without going into the field of vet- 
erans’ services and the défense monies.

The outlook, therefore, is for an in- 
crease in the deficit. The Republicans 
want to gain back some congressional 
seats. The Democrats certainly do not wish 
to lose any and really anticipate capturing 
a few from the Republicans. 

Therefore, we may assume neither will 
vote for any tax increase save those which 
plug up the obvious loopholes. 

They will not vote :o reduce any serv- 
ices to veterans, even the less useful ones, 
for the same reason. The defense budget 
cannot be impaired. 

Ergo, the excise taxes will be elimi- 
nated and the tax loss thereby incurred 
will not be made up by new taxes. 

That’s too bad. We wish Congress and 
the administration would yive us a clear 

picture and do what is necessary to bal- 
ance the. budget in the best interests of the 
nation’s economy and Jefense. 

We do so wish. But it is wishful think- 

ing. : 
What we will get will be a-larger def- 
icit and the blame thereby must rest upon 
the desire of both parties te do weli in the 
congressional elections of this year.

If an A-Bomb Hit Washington-- 


.WASHINGTON—Sen. Knowland, of California, visualizes a situation wherein the United States, 


through an attack from atomic weapons in some future war, may be severely crippled in its govern- 


mental processes by having a majority of Congress wiped out by a single bomb. 


If such a catastrophe should occur, he re- 
minds, the Lower House would be unable to func- 
tion for a period of months, perhaps, because of 
the requirement under our constitutional system 
for special élections to fill House vacancies. With 
no quorum available to do business, Congress 
would thus have its hands tied to act in the 
emergency and the Government, if any of it re- 
mained, would have to be directed by a White 
House and military dictatorship. 


To protect us against such a contingency, 
the California Senator has proposed a new 
constitutional amendment to enable the 
House to maintain a quorum if more than 
half the membership should be wiped out by 
an atom bomb. He would empower the Gov- 
ernors of the various States, during an emer- 
gency, to make temporary appointments to 
the House whenever the number of vacancies 
exceeds the number still in office. 


Authority already exists for senatorial vacan- 
cies to be filled by appointment, so that the 
constitutional amendment would need apply only 
to the House. Under our present system, 
usually a matter of several months before spe- 
cial elections can be held to fill vacancies in the 
lower chamber. : as

Something of the kind will undoubtedly 
have to be done eventually, if we are to 
live under the threat of having war sudden- 
ly thrust upon us with atomic weapons. If 
our relations with Russia do not improve 
within the next few years and we fail to 
bring about some agreement for the interna- 
tional control of the bombs, then we might 
as well start preparing our defenses. 


Sen. Knowland’s proposal, while important, 
is just one phase of the situation. The country 
could struggle along without Congress in the face 
of an emergency, but it would be a different thing 
if the whole governmental structure were wiped 


out. Some centralized authority must exist to | 


give direction to our defenses. 

The situation, however, is not as bad as it 
may look on the surface. Our military leaders 
are not blind to the possibilities and many things 
are being done privately and quietly of which 
Careful studies are be- 
ing made of all the potentialities involved. If 
the international situation is not resolved in due 
course, we may expect to see our military and 
governmental planners come up with an elab- 
orate scheme sooner or later for a proper dis- 
persal of the huge Government machine.

Taxes in Georgia 
(Ralph McGill is on vacation. During his

I am neither a prophet nor the son of a prophet. 

When a tax commission with the aid of experts and a hundred 
thousand dollars couldn’t come up with any better report than the 
recent conglomeration issued as their findings after months of study; 
then surely Ralph McGill can’t expect much on the fiscal problems 
and tax needs of the State from a country newspaper editor like me. 

Chief Justice John Marshall, of the United States Supreme 
Court, as early as March 7, 1819; said, “The.power to tax involves 
the power to destroy,” which is just as true today as it was 131 years 
ago. Democracies have depended on a vigorous, well-informed elec- 
torate to guard against any abuse of this power. But despite this 
vigilance, taxes are now and then imposed which deny to a person 
or an essential industry the free and equal opportunity that is the 
very core of the Bill of Rights. Such came very near being the case 
when the extra session was held last Summer and taxes were im- 
posed in a patchwork fashion and further added to the hodge- 
podge mess that we call a tax system. 


Li Service _ { think most Georgians were hopeful that the com- 
p mission named to study the tax problem in Geor- 
gia and asked to present a recommended program to the coming 


session of the Legislature, would come up with something with . 


sense and meaning, backed by the courage of men to furnish the 
leadership to put through such a program. The people of this State 
read with interest the report of State Auditor Thrasher, thinking 
this was the first real step forward and was certainly the basis 
and foundation for the beginning of tax revision and reform in 
Georgia. They were sorely disappointed when the final report came 
out that said exactly nothing that they hadn’t heard from the poli- 
ticians before. 

The politicians give lip service to a program to educate the 
people. But do they want a program to start people to thinking 
and bring them out of a stage of adolescence? I am afraid too 
many people this day and age find thinking work and they don’t 
like anything akin to real work, therefore they are willing to have 
their thinking done for them. 


: There isn’t a problem in Georgia that cannot be 
Inevitable solved by a program of education and health. I 
also add to this a third need of our State, which is a revised tax 
program. I am sure all of us realize the need of improved services, 
the importance of the Minimum Foundation Program for Educa- 
tion, the good sense in having a health program that will rid us 
of the handicap of disease, and finally the importance of a sound 
program of taxes to support these changes and improvements. I 
believe these expanded programs are definitely determined upon; 
most of the people want them and we will eventually have them 
whether it is this January, January one year away or at some extra 
session when the Legislature will meet the demand. 

Every citizen in Georgia has a direct interest in this program, 
therefore every citizen should have a like interest in the prospec- 
tive increased State taxes.

The Tangled Web We Wove 


WASHINGTON—The current ruckus about past events in China 
is a fine illustration of the old saw, “Oh what a tangled tale we 


_ weave, when once we practice to deceive.” . 


Those who prepared the State Department .white paper on 
China were too fearful of Congress to tell the China story with 
forthright frankness. Some, like the writers, have therefore tried 
to fill the gap in history by bringing out the suppressed facts. 
But the State Department has also been left open to all sorts of 


nonsensical and irrelevant charges. 

Wallace A good example of this process is the recent, thun- 
derous claim by the learned Sen. Homer Ferguson, 

of Michigan, that all our China policy from 1944 onward was based 

on a secret, pro-Communist memorandum from Vice President 

Henry A. Wallace. 

In the first place, a brief inspection of the Wallace memoran- 
dum shows that it does not substantiate Ferguson’s charge. What 
the former Vice President was talking about, in his wooly way, 
was simply the need for thorough modernization and réconstruction 
of the Chinese National government. This was advocatea, as in- 
dispensable, by every sensible supporter of aid to Chiang Kai-shek. 

In the second place, Sen. Ferguson does not appear to know 
about the other recommendation sent-to President Roosevelt from 
China by the itinerant Wallace. This was a recommendation that 
the President recall Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell from his China com- 
mand, and replace Stilwell with Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer. In 
short, Wallace wanted Roosevelt to get rid of Generalissimo 
Chiang’s bitterest enemy, in favor of the man who later became 
Chiang’s friend. oe 

This recommendation of Wallace’s was of course not acted upon, 


any more than his memorandum was. 
It clearly proves, however, that Wallace had not become the 


captive of the Communists in 1944. It also shows that Sen. Fergu- 


son has been talking through his hat. 

‘Plot’ The same strictures apply to the attempt, now going on 
in Congress and on the radio, to prove that there was 

some sort of pro-Communist plot in the State Department There 

was no such plot. There were simply two competing and opposed 

views of China policy, both of them supported by very strong 

arguments. a 

One view was that of John Davies, Jr., in wartime the chief 
political advisor of Gen. Stilwell, and now a member of the State 
Mainly because of the envenomed 
relations between Stilwell and Chiang Kai-shek, Davies early 
became convinced that the Chinese National government could 
never be reformed and strengthened. — : 

It was always plain that Generalissimo Chiang’s regime could 
not permanently survive without reform and improvement. If 
you started with Davies’ assumption, therefore, it was aiso plain 
that the future in China belonged to the dynamic Chinese Commu- 
nists. The Chinese Communists then wholly controlled their appa- 
ratus and their armies. They had been ‘treated with contempt by 
the Kremlin. Davies astutely foresaw the possibility of Tito-ism 
when no Russian expert believed it possible. 

Davies’ policy was simply to promote Tito-ism in China, by 
offering American aid to the Chinese Communists, and thus ren- 
dering them still more independent of the d<remlin. It was a 
policy that involved heavy risks. But it was also a perfectly 
respectable policy. It looks far’shrewder today than it did when 
Davies proposed it. It would certainly have been infinitely better 
to try Davies’ policy, than to have no policy at all. 


Failure The real history of the loss of China can be briefly 

summed up. Gen. Stilwell grossly mismanaged affairs 
there. One way to overcome the effects of this mismanagement 
was to adopt the Davies policy. But when Gen. Stilwell was dis- 
missed, the Davies policy ceased to be feasible. This left only the 
alternative policy, which was always the safer policy in the opinion 
of the writers: This was to attempt in China, 2n an even larger 
scale, the same sort of operation we have now successfully com- 
pleted in Greece. 

Unfortunately, this alternative policy was also rejected. There 
were many reasons for its rejection, ranging from-the anti-Chiang 
prejudices still surviving in the State Departmen: all the way to 
the effects on Gen. George C. Marshall of his friend Stilwell’s 
China experiences. To Gen. Marshall in fact belongs the ultimate 
responsibility for our falling between two stools in China. That 
we did so was tragic but not sinister, mistaken but not mysterious. 
The State Department would have done better, in short, to tell 
the truth and shame the devil.

State School Buses? 


Editor Constitution:* Since some of the offi- 


cials of the Georgia Education Association are 
encouraging, in the name of economy, State 
ownership of school buses, and pointing to North 
Carolina as a model, we feel that, as a matter of 
justice, the people should know some of the 
facts ‘that would expose the undesirable aspects 
of this proposal. 

This propesal appears to be based on economy 
alone—and one could well assume that the teach- 
ers of the State are backing the idea. The fact 
is that the teachers are doing a fine job in trying 
to improve themselves professionally and have 
given little thought to administering transporta- 
tion. They surely have NOT authorized their 
leaders to take the public position they have. 
These fellows do not tell you that the proposal 
of State ownership carries with it the driving 
of school buses by high school children—as is 
true in North Carolina. ‘ 

Now, the Georgia School Bus Drivers’ Associ- 
ation proposes to leave administration. of the 
buses to the discretion of the counties and opposes 
State ownership. We submit that the average 
school bus is crowded far beyond comfort and 
the children are varied in age from beginners. to 
seniors in the school system; and that some of 
these buses operate over the worst roads to be 
found in the State. Does the supervision of this 
situation appear to be a child’s job? We insist 
that the parents and the children deserve a sense 
of security that can be assured only by the em- 
ployment of mature, sober and trained adult 
drivers. 

A school bus driver assumes a great responsi- 
bility and his work as such is a vital part of the 
school training program; therefore, we believe it 


is necessary that these drivers be mature. We 
further submit that adult supervision is a requi- 
site in every respect of our training program. 

We agree that material costs must be consid- 
ered in this program, but insist that other aspects 
of transportation demand first attention—moral 
protection, sober judgment in emergencies and 
safe, comfortable care of all our children are 
basic problems. We believe a trained adult 
driver is the answer. 

It will be a sad day in Georgia when we ar- 
bitrarily sacrifice the safety of our schoo] children 
for the sake of saving a few dollars.

Some economist would render a valuable serv- 
ice if he would make an analysis of an average 
expenditure of say one thousand dollars spent by 
a family for rent, groceries, clothing and other 
home expenses and show approximately what 
percent was paid in the hidden taxes.

I want te 
know why it is that jobs are so hard to find. 

My husband started to school nearly three 
years ago, at which time we already had a small 
baby. We managed on the $90 a month until the 
Government gave a raise. Then we got $120. We 
still got along fine on that and when the baby 
was 18 months old, I went to work to help otit a 
little. I am still working and don’t care if I have 
to continue working for a year or so to help us 
get on our feet. My question is this: Why is it 
that people hesitate to hire a married man with 
a family because they can’t pay him a fortune for 
the first year? Do they think that a man who 
can keep up his family while making $120 a 
month can’t do just as well for them if they can’t 
pay over $150 for awhile? 

This has been going on since September when 
my husband graduated from the Southern Tech- . 
nical Institute with a major in Industrial Man- 
agement, First they say, “I’m sorry, but your 
education and experience demands more than I 
can afford to pay.” Then the next person will 
say: “I like your qualifications, but we have a 
training period of six months to a year, during 
which we can’t pay much, and we feel that a 
single man would suit us better.” That has been 
the story for the past four months. 

I thing it is outrageous that such men ‘are not 
given an opportunity to show what they are made 
of and I hope: that there are others who share

On the other hand, declarer 
could have assured fulfillment 
of the contract by the simple ex- 
pedient of refusing to take the 
first spade trick. East will con- 
tinue with the suit, but then, 
when he takes his ace of dia- 
monds, he will have no spade 
left to return to partner and-de- 
clarer has time to build up his 
nine tricks before the spades are 
established against him.
